Jo fay the Truth, theſe Lawyers and Solicitors, 


are but ſo many Smoak Merchants, Sellers of 


Wind, and Troublers of the publick Peace. If 


there were no Attornies, there would be no Suits ; | 


if no Suits, no Cheats, no Serjeants, no Catchpoles, 
no Priſons; if no Priſons, no Judges; no Judges, 
no Paſſion; no Paſſion, no Bribery or Subornation. 
See now what a Train of Miſchiefs one wretched

aſleep over the Book, and dreamed of the laſt 

Judgment. A Thing which in the Houſe of a 

Poet is ſcarce admitted, fo much as in a Dream, 

This Fancy minded me of a Paſlage in Claudian; 

Thet all Creatures dream at Night of what they hand 

heard and jeen in the Day : As the Hound dreams of Wil

MethoughtI ſaw a very kanidome Youth towering

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of his Beauty, The very Marbles, I perceived, 
and the Dead obey'd his Call; for in the fame Mo- 
ment the Earth began to open, and ſet the Bones at 
Liberty, to ſeck their Fellows.

But his Companions gave him a Rebike | 
tor difcrediting his Trade. I he next that appear- | 
ed were a Band of Highway-men, following upon 


the Heels one of another, in great Diftruſt and | | 


Jealouſy of Thieves among themſelves. es 
were fetch'd up by a Party of Devils in the Turning 
of a Hand, and lodg'd with the Taylors: For, 1010 | 
one of the Company, your Highway-man 1s but 
a wild Taylor.

| Righteous they were employed in Prayers and 


Thankſgivings ; ; and the Ungodly in framing Shifts 


and Evaſions to extenuate their Crimes. The Guar- 


dian Angels were at Hand, on the one Side, to ac- 


quit themſelves of their Duties and Commiſſions: 


And on the other Side, were the Devils hunting 
for more Matters of Aggravation and Charge a- 
gainſt Offenders.

Theſe were no ſooner gone, but in came an un- 
lucky Paſtry Man; they aſk'd him if he would be 
tried.

Ho- 
cus Pocus Tricks, are call'd Slight of Hand; Luſt,

| lice goes for Quickneſs of Apprehenſion; Cowar- 
dice, Meekneſs of Nature; and Raſhneſs carries 
the Countenance of Valour.

all of them Hypocriſy for their Source, and thither 


they'll return again. It would be well, faid I, if 


you could prove what you fay; but I can hardly 
ſee, how ſo great a Diverſity of Waters ſhould 
proceed from one and the fame Fountain. I do 
not wonder, quoth he, at your Diſtruſt, for you 
are miſtaken in very good Company, to fancy 


Contrariety in many Things, which are in Effect, 


ſo much alike. It is agreed upon both by Philoſo- 
phers and Divines, that all Sins are evil; and you 
muſt allow, that te Will embraces or purſues no E- 
vil, but under the Reſemblance of Good: Nor does 
the Sin lie in the Repreſentation, or Knowledge of 
what is Evil, but in the Conſent to it.

crite © ſays Job. He neither has nor can have any . 


For he is wicked as he is an Hypocrite; and even 


his beſt Actions are worth nothing, becauſe they 
are not what they ſeem to be: So that of all Sin- 
ners he has the moſt to anſwer for. Other Otten- 


ders fin only againſt God; but the Hypocrite ſins 


with him, as well as againſt him, making Uſe of 
his holy Name as a Cloak and Countenance for his 
Wickedneſs. For which Reaſon, our ble ſied Sa- 
viour, after many affirmative Precepts deliver'd to 
his Diſciples, for their Inſtruction, gave only this 
Negative, Be not fad as the Hypocrites ; Which 


lays 
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lays them open in few Words: And he micht 


as well have ſaid, Be not Ehpoepiter, and ye all 


not be wicked. '

Deſires, I was grown weary even of Tranquillity 
itſelf, and in this moſt agreeable Solitude, began to 
long for Company. 


When in the very Inſtant, to my great Wonder, 
I diſcover'd two Paths iſſuing from one, and the 
ſame Beginning; but dividing themſelves forwards, 


more and more, by Degrees, as if they liked not 


one another's Company. That on the Right-hand 


was narrow almoſt beyond Imagination ; and being 


very little frequented, it was 0 over-grown with 
Thorns and Brambles, and ſo ſtony withal, that a 


Man had all the Trouble in the World to get in- 


to it.

ny of them their whole Skins behind chan: Some 


we ſaw yet upon the Way, preſſing forward, 
without ever ſo much as looking back ; and theſs- 


were all of them Pale-fac'd, lean, thin, and 
miſerably mortified. There was no paſſing for 


Horſemen; and I was told that St. Paul himſelf, . 
left his Horſe when he went into't. And indeed, 
there was not the Footing of any Beaſt to be ſeen, 


Neither Horſe nor Mule, nor the Track of any 


Coach or Chariot. Nor could ] learn that any had 
paſt that Way in the Memory of Man. While 35 
was bethinking myſelf of what I had ſeen, I ſpy'd 


at length a Beggar, that was reſting him a little to 
take 
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take Breath; and I aſk'd bim what Inns or Lodg- 
ing they had upon that Road? His Anſwer was, 
that there was no ſtopping there, till they came 
to their Journey's End. For this, ſaid he, is the 
Way to Paradiſe ; and what ſhould they do with 
Inns or Taverns, where there are fo few Paſſen- 
gers? Do not you know that in the Courſe of Na- 
ture, to die, is to be born; to live is to travel; 
and the World is but 2 great Inn, after which it 
is but one Stage, either to Pain or Glory. And 
with theſe Words he march'd forward, and bade 
me God b'wye ; telling me withal, that it was 
Time loſt to linger in the Way of Virtue, and not 
ſafe to entertain ſuch Dialogues as tend rather to 
Curioſity than Inſtruction. And fo he purſued his 
Journey, ſtumbling, tearing his Fleſh, and ſigh- 
ing, and groaning "ot every Step; and weeping, 
as if he though, t.to {often the Stones with his T ears.. 
This is no Way for me, thought I to myſelf, and 
no Company neither: For they are a Sort of beg. 
zarly moroſe People, and will never agree with my 
Humour. So I dre back, and ſtruck 0k into the ; 
Left-hand Way. 

And there I found Company enough, and Room 
for more. What a World of brave Cavaliers! 
gilt Coaches, rich Liveries, and handſome, lively: 
Laſſes, as glorious 3 as the Sun]! Some were ſinging, 
and us hing; others tickling one another, and 
toying; ſome again, at their Cheeſe-cakes and 
China- oranges; or appointing a oct at Cards: 8 
that taking all together, I durſt have ſworn I had 
been at the Park. This minded me of an old Sy- 
ing, Tell me thy Company, and Pl tell thee thy Aan— 
ners? And to fave the Credit of my Education, 1 


gut myſelf into the noble Mode, and Joes d en. 
And 
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And there was J at the firſt Daſh up to the Ears 
in Balls, Plays, Maſquerades, Collations, Dal- 


liances, Amours, and as full of Joy as my Heart 


could hold. 

t was not here, as upon t'other Road, where 
Folks went Barefoot, and naked, for Want of 
Shoe- makers and Taylors: For here were enow, 


and to ſpare ; beſides Mercers, Drapers, Jewellers, 
Bodice-makers, Peruke-makers, Milliners, and 


a French Ordinary at every other Door. You 
cannot imagine the Pleaſure I took in my new Ac- 
quaintance; and yet there was now and then ſome 


Juſtling and Diſorder upon the Way: Chiefly be- 


tween the Phyſicians upon their Mules, and the 
Infantry of the Lawyers, that march'd in great 
Bodies before the Judges, and conteſted for Place. 
But the Phyſicians carried it, in Favour of their 
Charter, which gives them Privilege to ſtudy, 
practiſey. and teach the Art of Poiſoning, and to 
read Lectures of it in the Univerſities. While 
this Point of Honour was in Diſpute, I perceiv'd 
divers croſſing from one Way to the other, and 
changing Parties. Some of them ſtumbled, and 
recover*d ; others fell downright. But the plea- 
ſanteſt Gambol of all, was that of the Vintners. 

A whole Litter of them tumbled into a Pit toge- 
ther, one over another; but finding they were out 
of their Element, they got up again as faſt as they 
could.

do us. And a third Sort came out of pure Love 
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cals, ſays another. Some of them ſtop'd their 
Ears, and went on without minding us. Others 
we put out of Countenance, and they came over 


to our Company. 

After this, I obſerv'd a great many People afar 
off in a By-path, with as much Contrition and 
Devotion in their Looks and Geſtures, as ever [I 
ſaw in Men: They walk'd /haking their Heads, 

and lifting up their Hands to Heaven ; and they had 
moſt of them large Ears, and to my thinking 
Geneva Bibles. Theſe thought I, are a People 
of ſingular Integrity, and Strictneſs of Life, above 
their- Fellows ; 3 but coming nearer, we found 
them to be Hypocrites ; and that though they'd 
none of our Company upon the Road, they would 
not fail to meet us at our Journey's End. F aſting, 
Repentance, Prayer, Mortification, and other ho- 
ly Duties, which are the Exerciſe of good Chrit- 
1 in Order to their Salvation, are but a Kind 
of Probation to theſe Men, to fit them for the 
Devil. They were followed by a Number of De- 
votees, and holy Siſters, that kiſs'd the Skirts of 
their Garments all the Way they went; but whe- 
ther out of Zeal, Spiritual or Natural, is hard to 
ſay; and undoubtedly, ſome Womens Kites are 
worſe than Judas's. For though his Kiſs was trea- 
cherous in the Intention, it was right yet in the 
Application: But this was one Judas kiſſing ano- 
ther; which makes me think there was more of 
the Fleſh, than of the Spirit in the Caſe. Some 
would be drawing a Thread now and then out of 

the holy Man's Garment, to make a Relick of : 
Others would cut out large Snips, as if they had 
a Mind to ſee them naked, Some again deſir d 
they 
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they would remember them in their Prayers; 
which was juſt as much as if they had com- 
mended themſelves to the Devil by a third Per- 
fon. Some pray'd for good Matches for their 


Daughters; others, begg'd Children for themſelves : 


And ſure the Huſband that allows his Wife to 


_ aſk Children Abroad, will be fo civil as to take 
them Home, when they are given him. In fine, 
theſe Hypocrites may for a While perchance impoſe 


upon the World, and. delude the Multitude ; but 
no Maſk, or Diſguiſe, is Proof againſt the All- 


piercing Eye of the Almighty. There are, I muſt 


confeſs, many religious and godly Men, for whoſe 


Perſons and Prayers, I have a great Eſteem. But 


theſe are not of the Hypocrite's Humour, to build 
their Hopes and Ambition upon popular Applauſe, 


and with a counterfeit Humility, to proclaim their 
Weakneſs, and Unworthineſs ; their Failings; yea, 

and their Tranſgreſſions in the Market-place ; all 
which, indeed, is but a true Jeſt ; for they are 
really what they ſay, though they wauld not be 


thought ſo. „ 
Theſe went a-part, and were look'd upon to be 


neither F ih, nor Fleſh, nor good Red-herring. They 


wore the Name of Chriſtians ; but they had nei- 


ther the Wit, nor the Honeſty of Pagans. For 


they content themſelves with the Pleaſures of this 


Life, becauſe they know no better : But the Hypo- 


cite that's inſtructed both in Life Temporal, and 
Eternal, lives without any Comfort in the one, or 


Hope in the other; and takes more Pains to be dam- 


ned, than a good Chriſtian does to compaſs his Salva- 
tion. In ſhort, we went on our Way in Diſcourſe.

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ny'd them. The ſtubborn and obſtinate went 


away by themſelves; for they would hear no 


Body that was wiſer than themſelves, but run hud- 
ling on, and preſt ſtill to be foremoſt. The Ma- 
giſtrates drew after them, all the Sollicitors, and 


Attornies. Corrupt Judges were carried away by 
Paſſion and Avarice : And vain, and ambitious 
Princes, trail'd along with them, Principalities 
and Commonwealths. There were a World of 


Clergy upon this Road too. And I ſaw one full 


Regiment of Soldiers there, which would have 


been brave Fellows indeed, if they had but been 
half ſo good at praying and fighting, as they were 


at ſwearing. Their whole Diſcourſe was of their 


Adventures. How narrowly they came off at ſuch 


an Aſſault; what Wounds they receiv'd upon the 


other Breach; and then what a Deſtruction they 


made at ſuch a Time of Mutton and Poultry.

If the Bookſeller be thus Criminal, what 


will become of the Author.

than your Conchmen Ae we not in our. Velvet, 


Embrederies, and Laces? and as glorious as ſo many 
Phaetons ? Have not your Mu/lers Reaſyn to be g 
to us, when their Necks are at Stake, aud their Lives 
at cur Mercy ? Nay, we govern theſe, many Times, 

that govern Kingdoms : ö fe 2 Prince is in aims as 
much Danger of þ1s Coach man, as F his Phyſician. 
And there are, that underſtand it tos, and themſelues, 
and us; and that will not ſticꝶ to truſt their Ceach- 


men as far as they would do their Con fass. There's 


10 Abſurdity in the Compariſon ; for :f they know 


fame of their Privacies, we know more; yes, and 
perhaps more than we'll. ſpeak of. What have

thoſe ſpiritual Advantages and Treaſures, and to 


_ conſider, that the moſt acceptable Sacrifices and 


Oblations you can make to the Almighty, are Pu- 
rity of Mind, an humble Spirit, and a fervent 
Charity. The Almighty takes Delight to be often 


call'd upon, that he may often pour down his Bleſ- 


ſings upon his Petitioners. But ſuch is the Corrup- 


tion of human Nature, that Men ſeldom think of F 
him, unleſs under Affliction, and therefore it is | 
that they are ſo often viſited; for by Adverſity they 
are brought to the Knowledge and Exerciſe of 
their Duty. TI would now have you conſider, how 
little Reaſon there is in your ordinary Demands, 


Put the Caſe you have your Aſking ; what are you 
the better for the Grant? ſince it fails you at laſt, 
becauſe you do not aſk aright. When you die, 


your Eſtate goes to your Children, and for their 
Parts, you are ſcarce cold before you are forgotten. 


Tou are not to expect they ſhould beſtow much up- 


on Works of Charity; for if nothing went that 
Way while you were living, they'll live after your 


Example when you are dead: And beſide, there's 
no Merit in the Cafe. At this Word ſome of the 


poor Creatures were about to reply, but the Devils | 
had put Barnacles upon their Lips, that hinder'd 


them. 

From thence I went to the Witches and Wizards, 
ſuch as pretend to cure Man and Beaſt by Charms, 
Words, Amulets, Characters, and theſe were all 


burning alive. Thefe, ſays a Devil, are a Com- 
pany of cozening Rogues, the moſt accurſed Vil- 


lains in Nature. If they help one Man, they kill a- 


nother, and only remove the Diſeaſe from a worſe 


toabctter ; and yet there's no Clamour againſt them

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neicher; j for if the Patient recover, he's well e- 
nough content, and the Doctor gets both Reputa- 
tion and Reward for his Pains. If he dies, his 
Mouth is ſtopp'd, and forty to one the next Heir 
does him a good Turn for the Diſpatch, So that 


hit or miſs, all is well at laſt. If you enter into a 


Debate with them about their Remedies, they II. 


tell you, they learnt the Myſtery o of a certain Jeu, 


and there's the Original of the Secret. Now to 


| hear theſe Quacks give you the Hiſtory of their 
Cures, is beyond all the Plays and Farces in the 


World. You ſhall have a Fellow tell you of fif- 
teen People that were run clean through the Body, 
and glad for a Matter of three Days to carry their 
Puddings in their Hands; and that in four and 
twenty Hours he made them as whole as Fiſhes, 
and not ſo much as a Scar for a Remembrance of 
the Orifice. Aſk him when and where? you'll 


find it ſome twelve hundred Leagues off, in a Terra 
Incognita, by the Token, that at that Time he 
was Phyſician in Ordinary to a great Prince that 


died above five and twenty Vears ago. 

Come, come, cried a Devil, make an End of 
this Viſtt, and you ſhall ſee thoſe now that Judas 
told you were ten Times worſe than himſelf. I 
went along with him, and he brought me to a 
Paſſage into a great Hall, where there was a damn'd 
Smell of Brimſtone, and a Company of Match- 
makers, as I thought at firſt; but they prov'd af- 


terward to be Alchymiſts, and the Devils examin- 


ing them upon Interrogatories, were filthily put

. doubtedly 
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doubtedly the vile, And the Word was no ſooner 


out, but a matter of Three and twenty Whores 


went to pot ; but the Fleſh was ſo curſedly maw- 
miſh and rotten, that they ſoon gave over the Thought 
of that Projection. And then they entred upon a 
freſh Conſultation, and concluded, N:mine Contra— 


 dicente, that the Matheniaticiane.. by that Rule, 


were the only fit Matter to work upon ; as being 
the moſt damnably dry, to ſay Nothing of their 
Diviſions, among and againſt themſelves, ſo that 
with one Voice, they called for a Parcel of Ma- 


thematicians, to the Furnace, to begin the Expe-

making an Obſervation. When he had gazed a 
while, up he ſtarts of a ſudden ; and wringing his 
Hands, Good Lord, fays he, What an unlucky Dog 


was I! i I had come into tbe World, but one half 


Duarter of an Hour ſooner, I had been ſav'd; for 


Juſt then Saturn ſhifted, and Mars was lodged in 


the Houſe of Life. One that follow'd him, bad 


dis Tormentors be ſure he was dead; for, ſays 


he, I am a little doubtful of it myſelf; in regard 
that I had Jupiter for my Aſcendant, and Venus in 
the Houſe of Life, and no malevolent Aſpect to 


croſs me. So that by the Rules of Aſtrology, I was 


to live preciſely an hundred Years and one ; two 
Months ; fix Days ; four Hours; and three Mi- 
nutes. The next that came up was a Geomancer; 


one that reduced all his Skill to certain little Points, 


and by them would tell you, as well Things paſt, 
as to come: Theſe Points he beſtow'd at a Ven- 
ture, among ſeveral unequal Lines; ſome long, 
others ſhorter, like the Fingers of a Man's Hand; 
and then with a certain Ribble Rabble of myſte- 
rious Words, he proceeds to his Calculation, upon 


even, or odd, and challenges the whole World to 


allow him the moſt learned, and infallible of the 
Trade. 

There were divers great Maſters of the Science 
that followed him, as Haly, Gerrard, Bartle*mew

Over-againſt 
him was Cardan ; but they could not ſet "their 
Horſes together, becauſe of an old Quarrel ; whe- 


ther was the more impudent of the two. And 


there I ſaw Mixalaus tearing his Beard, in Rage, 


to find himſelf pump'd dry; and that he could not 
fool on; to the End of the Chapter. Theephrafius 
was there too, bewailing himſelf for the Time he 
had fpent at the Alchymiſts Bellows. There was 
alſo the unknown Author of Clavicula Solomons, : 


and The Hundred Knights of Spirits; with the Com- 


poſer of the Book, Adver/us omnia Pericula Mundi. 
Taiſnerus too, with his Book of Phy/zognomy and Chi- 


romancy; and he was doubly puniſh'd; firſt for the 


Fool he was, and then for thoſe he had made. 
_ Though to give the Man his Due, he knew him- 


felf to be a Cheat; and that he that gives a Judg- 
ment upon the Lines of a Face, takes but a very 
uncertain Aim. There were Magicians, Necroman- 
cers, Sorcerers, and Inchanters innumerable ; beſides 
divers private Boxes, that were kept for Lords and 


Ladies, and other Perfonages of great Quality, 
that put their Truſt in theſe Diſciples of the Devil; 
and go to Strand-Bridge or Billeter-Lane, for Reſo- 


lution in Caſes of Death, Love, or Marriage; 
and now and then to recover a gold Watch, or 
a pear] Necklace. 

Not far from theſe, were a Company of hand- 


ſome Women, that were tormented in the Qua- 


lity of Witches, which griev'd my very Heart to 


ſee it. But to comfort me, What, ſays a Devil, 


have 
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have you ſo ſoon forgot the Roguery of theſe Car- 
rions? Have you not had Trial enough yet of them; 
they are the very Poiſon of Life, and the only dan 
gerous Magicians that corrupt all your Senſes, and 
diſturb the Faculties of your Soul; theſe are they 
that cozen your Eyes with falſe Appearances, and 
ſet up your Wills in Oppoſition to your Under- 
ſtanding and Reaſon. *Tis right, ſaid I, and now 
you mind me of it, I do very well remember, 
that I have found them lo ; 3 but let's go on and ſee 
the Reſt. 

I was ſcarce gone three Steps farther, but I was 
got into fo hideous a dark Place, that it was e'en 
a Mercy we knew where we were. There was 
firſt at the Entrance, Divine Fuſtice, which was 
moſt dreadful to beheld ; and a little beyond ſtood 
Vice, with a Countenance of the higheſt Pride and 
Infolence imaginable. There was Ingratitude, Ma- 
lice, Ignorance, objlinate and mcorrigible Infidelity, 
brutiſh and head-/irong Di ſobedience, raſh and impe- 
rious Blaſphemy, with Garments dipp'd in Bled, 
Eyes ſparkling, and a hundred Pair of Chops, bark- 
ing at Providence, and vomitting Rage and Poiſon, 
J went in, I confeſs, with Fear and trembling, 
and there I ſaw all the Sects of Idolaters and Here- 
ticks, that ever yet appeared upon the Stage of the 
Univerſe ; and at their Feet, in a glorious Array, 

was laſcivious Barbara, ſecond Mie to the Empe- 
ror Sigiſ mond, and the Queen of Harlsts : One that 
agreed with Meſſalina in this, that Virginity was 
both a Burthen and a Fuly ; and that in her whole 
Life ſhe was never either wearzed or ſatisfied ® But 
herein ſhe went beyond her, in that ſhe held the

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he was now better inſtructed, and burnt like a 
Bundle of Matches. 


Pailing forward ſtill, I ſpy d a Fellow in a Cor: 
ner all alone, with the Flames about his Ears, 
gnaſhing his Teeth, and blaſpheming through Fury 


and Deſpair. J aſk'd him what he was, and he 


told me he was Mahomet, W. hy then, ſaid I; thou 
art the damnedſt Reprobate in Hell, And haſt 
brough xt more Wretches hither than balf the World 


155 beſide; and Lucifer has done well to allot thee a 


Quarter here by thyſelf; for certainly thou haſt 
well deſerv'd the firſt Place in his Dominions. 


But ſince every Man chuſes to talk of what he 
loves, I prithee good Impoſtor tell me, what's the 


Reaſon that thou haſt forbidden Wine to all thy 
Diſciples ? Oh! ſays he, I have made them fo 
drunk with my Alcoran, they need no Tipple. 


But why haſt. thou forbidden them Swines-ſteſh 


too? ſaid I, Becauſe ſays he, I would not affront 
the Jambon; for Water upon Gammon, would be 


falſe Heraldry, And beſide, I never lov'd my 


People well enough to afford them the Pleaſure, 
either of the Grape or the Spare-rib.

it, that my Philoſophizing upon the Contempt of 


the World, was nothing elſe but a meer Impoſture, 
-that with leſs Danger and Notice, I might feed 


and entertain my Avarice, and with the fewer 


Competitors. Finding my Credit with my Maſter 


declining, it ſtood me upon to provide ſome Way 


or other for my Quiet, and to withdraw myſelk 
from being the Mark of a publick Envy. So I went 
directly to Nero, and with all pofſible Reſpect and 
Humility, made him a Preſent back again of his 


own Bounties. The Truth is, I had fo great a 


' Paſſion for his Service, that neither the Severity 


of his Nature, nor the Debauchery of his Man- 
ners, could ever deter me from exhorting him to 


nobler Courſes, and paying him all the Dutics of 


a loyal Subject. Eſpecially in Caſes of Cruelty 
and Blood: I laid it perpetually Home to bis Con- 


| ſcience, but all to little Purpoſe ; for he put bis 


Mother to Death; laid the City of Rome in Aſhes ; 


and indeed, depopulated the Empire of honeſt Men. 
And this drew on Piſo's . which was 
better laid than executed: For upon the Diſcovery, 
the prime Inſtruments loſt their Lives ; and by di- 
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vine Providence this Prince was Peter p d, in Oc- 


der, as one would have thought, to his Repentance 
and Change of Life. But upon the Iſſue, the Con- 
ſpiracy was prevented, and Nero never the better. 


At the ſame Time he put Lucan to Death, only for 


being a better Poet than himſelf. And if he gave me 


my Choice what Death to die, it was rather Cruelty 
than Pity: For in the very Deliberation, which 
Death to chuſe, 1 ſuffer'd all even in the Terror and

Election I made was to bleed to Death in a Bath,
